district, or (in case of & joint district,) in which the
school house of such district is situated, and to remain
in force until rescinded by a vote of a majority of the
electors of such district present at a legal meeting ;
the meeting held in pursuance of such determination to
be deemed the legal annual meeting of said district, the
same ag if held on the last Monday of September, in
each year.”

Seorion 4. All the provisions of the said chapter mu.
one hundred and fifty-five, in reference to the location
and establishment of school house sites, shall apply to
the selection and establishment of any addition to a
site already located : provided, that no site thus enlarg-
ed shall exceed one acre of land.

SgotroN 5. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and publication.
